SMUDGING TIME IS NEAR 


Mother Nature may give California’s citrus orchards the 
cold shoulder any day now. warns Farm Advisor Ralph G. 
LaRue, of the University of California Agricultural Extension 
Service, 

Each grower must make up his mind whether or not he 
wants to spend the money for heating. If he does decide to use 
heaters, he will want to do the most economical job possible. 
LaRue suggests.a few things to remember when it comes time 
to light those heaters. 

Keep the burning rates as low as possible, and the smoke 
at a minimum for the type of heater used. 

Clean stacks and covers at least every 20 to 30 hours of 
normal burning. 

Clean the covers for proper fit. Regulators won't keep the 
low-burning rates necessary to help reduce smoke if the covers 
are bent or do not fit tightly. Careful handling will keep the 
covers from denting or bending. 

Keeping the heaters regulated is important. Regulate them 
as soon as possible after lighting and keep them regulated by 
frequent inspections.

AWAIT WORD ON ANGUS WARD

awaited word that American Consul-General Angus Ward and _ his 
staff were safely on their way out of Mukden, Manchuria. Chinese 
Communist authorities, who gave the 18-member party until Wednes- 
day morning to leave the city, must supply the necessary exit visas. 
It was not known here whether they had done so.

Tsung-Jen left Hong Kong by plane yesterday for the United States 
reportedly to seek American moral and material assistance for his 
government in its battle against Communism. Lt’s departure came 
a:aid reports that Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek had virtually taken 
over as president of the reeling Nationalist regime and that Na- 
tionalist forces were preparing to abandon South China to the ram- 
paging Chinese Communist troops.

(UP)—A coroner’s jury yesterday found ‘no 
evidence of negligence” by University of Oklahoma officials in the 
dormitory fire that killed three students and injured some 70 more. 
The six-man jury met for five hours and heard testimony from 60 
students who awoke early yesterday in the blazing building.

LOS ANGELES (UP)—Discovery of a new gold vein in the 
dormant Hi Grade mine in Mint canyon was announced yesterday 
by the State Division of Mines. The report said the vein was 12 to 22 
inches wide.

State Pays $1,874,984 in Claims 


To Disabled Workers in Local Area 


Disabled workers in the San 
Sernardino-Riverside County area 
received a total of $1,874,984.42 
"rom the state disability fund dur- 
ing the first three years of oper- 
ation of the California disability 
insurance system. 

This was disclosed by Francis 
W. Shaw, manager of the San 
Bernardino district disability in- 
surance office of the California 
Department of Employment, an- 
nounced today upon the third an- 
niversary of the program’s be- 
ginning. 

Disability insurance is payable 
to persons who suffer non-occu- 
pational illness or injury and who 
are covered by the California Un- 
employment Insurance Act. Bene- 
fits first became payable in De- 
cember of 1946. Annual payments 
by the San Bernardino district 
office since totaled $489,865.00 in 
1947, $677,056.40 in 1948, and 
$708,63.02 in 1949, Mr. Shaw said. 

During the three-year period, 
13,132 claims representing 87,919 
weeks of disability were filed and 
paid through the San Bernardino 
district office. 

Local disability insurance pay- 
ments, Shaw said, are expected to 
increase materially after January 
1 when additional benefits be- 
come payable to. claimants con- 
fined in hospitals. The amended 
law provides for payment of an 


padaivensl benefit of $8 a day, 
not to exceed 12 days in a benefit 
year when claimant is hospitalized. 
Each claim for the additional ben- 
efit must be supported by a phy- 
sician’s certificate. Any waiting 
period which otherwise would be 
required will end with the first 
day of hospitaliation. 

Another more liberal feature of 
the disability insurance law which 
becomes effective January 1 pro- 
vides that if a claimant suffers 
a relapse within 14 days of re- 
turning to work, no additional 
waiting period is required. 

Under the new law, when a per- 
son is eligible for both disability 
:nsurance and unemployment in- 
surance in the same benefit year, 
he may claim payment up to his 
maximum award under each pro- 
gram. A claimant formerly was 
limited to one and a half times 
his maximum award under a ecum- 
bination of disability insurance and 
unemployment insurance in the 
same benefit year. 

The amended legislation also 
provides that out-of-state physi- 
cians may certify to disabilities 
and that optometrists may certify 
to disabilities within the scope 
of. their practice. 

All amendments to the law ap- 
ply equally to the state fund, vol- 
untary plans and_ self-insured 
plans, Shaw said,

Rest af Nation 
Finds Water 


Supplies Short — 


CHICAGO (UP) A nation | 
|abundantly rich in natural re-| 
| sources found itself plagued with | 
critical water shortages today. 

A nationwide survey showed | 
growing water shortages in great 
metropolitan areas, such as New 





York, as well as in some of the 
lushest agrarian sections of the 
land. 

Lack of adequate rainfall was 
the momentary cause in many 
cases. But a more basic reason 
was the vast increase in water 


consumption in recent years, with- 
out a corresponding effort to re- 
plenish supplies. 

Industrial demands and summer 
air-conditioning had depleted the 
reserves of many cities, and wide- | 
spread irrigation of croplands had 
drawn heavily on supplies, notably 
in the southwest and California. 


N. Y. CITY HIT 

New York City, where water 
consumption is 1,200,000,000 gal- 
lons a day, was among the hardest 
hit areas. 

Leck of rainfall had crippled the 
upstate reservoirs of Gotham and 
caused city officials to debate 
whether to lower the water pres- 
sure in a conservation move. 

Northern New Jersey also was 
haréhit and 20 communities were 





advised to take emergency mea- 
sures when two-thirds of their 
water supplies became exhausted. 


SYSTEM LOANED 

In the New Brunswick, N. J., 
area, churchgoers of 31 congrega- 
tions prayed today for rain to} 
ease the critical shortage. New 
‘Brunswick's watershed was down 


|}to a four week’s supply. 
At Roosevelt, N. J., the army 
loaned a water purification sys- 


tem to draw supplies from a river 
after wells serving the village’s 
800 residents dried up. 
Sub-normal rainfall was affect- 
|}ing’ many rural areas in New Eng- 
land dependent upon wells, ponds 
end small reservoirs, and similar 
situations were reported in West 
Virginia and Pennsylvania.

The injured man. Ignacio 
| Amparan, 28. 293 Feron street, 
| Cucamonga, was taken to the

treatment. At first Am- 
paran was losing a fight for his 
life, but last night the hospital 
reported that he was in fair con- 
dition. 


Amando Sevala of Fontana was 
picked up later in the day and 
admitted doing the slashing with 
his pocket knife. Ray Amparan, 
brother of the injured man, gave 
valuable assistance which led to 
sevala’s arrest and booking for in- 
vestigation assualt with a 
deadly weapon, deputies said. 
NABS SUSPECT 

Amparan waited all night at 
the spot where his brother was 
attacked until one of the Fontana 
gang, Ramon Morales, returned to 
look for some pruning shears that 
had been taken from his car. 

Amparan then nabbed him and 
called sheriffs. Morales gave sher- 
iffs the names of others involved

in the fracas. Besides Sevala, five 
other men are being held by 
sheriffs. 

Ray Amparan is a former sher- 
iff’s office employee. 

The fight began in a Cuca- 
monga bar. The manager told 
some of the Fontana gang to

CUT DEEPLY 


After the preliminary skirmish 
two Fontana cars ran a carload 
of Cucamonga men off the road 
near the Parkside housing de- 
velopment in Upland and_ the 
serious combat began. All the 
Cucamonga men escaped except 


Amparan, and he was really work- 


ed over, deputies said. 


Amparan was cut very deeply 
all the way round the center of 
his body. On the left side the cut 
began in the center of his abdo- 
men and continued around to his 
back. He was similarly cut on the 
right side, but the cuts were a 
little higher. He also had cuts on 
his left arm. 

Two men brought Amparan to 
the hospital and sheriffs were 
notified. They visited the hospital 
and then began the investigation 
that eventually led to the appre-
